Flagg Pushes for More Scholarships 


St. Louis (DA) - School of Law 
Professor Barbara Flagg has re¬ 
newed her plea for more diversity 
at AB hall, encouraging the active 
pursuit of straight white 
Anglo-Saxon Protestant males, or 
‘SWASPMs” for admission. 

Flagg’s stance is in bold opposition 
to Dean Joel Seligman’s 
‘SWASPM-free in 2003’ campaign. 
“Our policy of refusing admission 
to SWASPMs was really starting to 
pay off,” said Seligman. “Did you 
see the latest U.S. News and 
World Report Diversity Rankings?

Coalition funds in support of 
her scholarship.
